Former Winner of Three Con- 
tests In Community Play 
Day Sends Good Team 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL 





That Upland grammar school, 
twice victor of the community 
play day held at Chaffey on May 
19 in connection with the seventh 
annual Chaffey junior farm center 
fair, will again enter teams in all 
of the events including the stunt 
program, the boy’s track meet, 
girl’s baseball tournament and 
the spelling contest, was stated 
by James Paulin, instructor at 
the local grammar school. 

In the morning each of the ten 
schools in the district is expected 
to have two stunts to offer on 
the program. About fifteen of 
the local grammar school girls 
will be in a minuet, and ap- 
proximately 20 lads will take part 
in a special stunt relay.

Cups are offered for the open 
track meet and for the girl’s 
baseball tournament. This event 
will last throughout the after- 
noon, each team entered playing 
three or four innings with every 
other team. 

This community play day for 
the students of the grammar 
schools has become a gét-to-geth- 
er for the families of the various 
districts. Families are urged to 
bring their lunch, and plan to 
spend the day on the Chaffey 
campus. In addition to the athle- 
tic events mentioned, special ex- 
hibitions of work done by the 
Chaffey machine shops, hygiene 
department, woodwork students 
and those in the domestic science 
department are open to the public.

Morgan, chief of the division of 
statistics and research, state de- 
partment of education, show the

elementary and secondary grades 


increased from 14,555 in 1925 to, 


21,549 in 1927 in San Bernardino 
county. 

Making the courses of study 
more interesting and _ bringing 
them up to date, fitting the school 
program to the student instead of 
warping the student to old fash- 
ioned methods of instruction and 
is 
more of an advisor and ‘‘pal” to 
the youthful scholars is respons- 
ible for the increased attendance, 
according to William John Coop- 
er, state superintendent of public 
instruction.

average in the ele- 


; mentary schools was only 13,152 in 


1925, but it reached 16,124 in

and 4,591 in 1927, Morgan’s rec- 
ords show. The attendance in the 
entire state increased from 561,- 
004 to 718,162 over the two-year 
period. 
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Although eighty per cent is an 
excellent average daily attendance 
| for any school, students rolled up 
'an average of 82.8 per cent in the 

105 schools of San 
county. The total enrollment per 
class was 29.4 and the average 
oe of pupils in daily attend- 
ance was 24.4. The average total 
enrollment per school was 165.80 
and the average attendance was 
137.30 students per school. 

These figures are compiled by 
Morgan and submitted in a report 
to Governor Young and then dis- 
tributed to all county superintend- j 
ents of schools for their informa- 
tion so they can make comparison 
between the situation in their own 
counties and the other fifty-seven 
California counties.
